9. Resolved, That this Convention considers the appear¬ 
ance of Joshna Bullit in his seat, as Chief-Justice of Ken¬ 
tucky, under the notorious circumstances existing with re¬ 
gard to him, an outrage on all propriety, demanding the 
notice of the public authorities, both Federaland State. 

That fhe Louisviffe Journal is not alone in aban¬ 
doning the sinking ship of slavery, appears from the 
Message of Gov. Bramlette. The Governor denies 
that, in attempting to regulate the enlistment of 
slaves, his object was to save the institution, and he 
recommends gradual emancipation and ultimate re¬ 
moval of the slaves. He still lags far behind the 
position taken with regard to the slavery question in 
the Messages of the Governors of Missouri, Maryland 
and Delaware; nevertheless, his words are signifi¬ 
cant, as the first official declaration of a Kentucky 
Governor in favor of Emancipation. 

Resolutions favoring the abolition of slavery have 
been introduced into both Houses of the Kentucky 
Legislature. It can hardly be expected that they 
will pass, and the present Legislature declare in 
favor of the Constitutional Amendment. But we in¬ 
cline to hope that—as the Louisville Journal predicts 
—another electoral campaign will give us, even in 
Kentucky, before the close of the year 1865, a com¬ 
plete victory over the shattered remnants of the pro¬ 
slavery party.— Tribune.

would be equivalent to its success as far ae Congress 
is concerned. The logomania which is the vice of 
American public men, the caeo'ethes parlandi, the itch 
for talking which is the endemic disease of the Capi¬ 
tol, has prevailed to such an extent a3 to delay, if 
not to defeat the measure for the present. As the 
postponement was proposed by one of the most active 
friends of the measure, we hope that what he has 
done is merely, as the French say, reauler pour 
mieux sauter, to fall back that he may take a longer 
spring forward. Perhaps it is better to let the irri¬ 
tation arising from the acrimony of debate subside, 
and time be given for such arguments as best affect 
different natures to act upon them. It was probably 
ascertained that the requisite two-thirds could not be 
obtained at this time, before the postponement was 
suggested. In such case, a further day of grace was 
well granted. The vote will not be worse then than 
now, and it may bo better. It is natural that great 
impatience and some vexation should be felt at this 
delay. But it is not as if the delay endangered the 
success of the measure. It delays it only to make it 
the more signal and the more triumphant. It is a 
misfortune to the men who shall vote against it, for 
the brand will never be worn out from their fore¬ 
heads; and also for such members of the present 
House as are not members of the next, as they will 
thus lose the glory of voting for this great deliver¬ 
ance. Their children cannot say our Father was of 
the Congress that delivered Slavery over to the Peo¬ 
ple to be put to death. They may well repine at the 
misfortune. 

But, sad as their case is, thus to be robbed of an 
enduring glory by the malignity of a perishing fac¬ 
tion, the work will be done, and done even more em¬ 
phatically by the next Congress than it could possi¬ 
bly be done by this. For it will be done by an abso¬ 
lute sufficiency of well-wishers to the measure, and 
not by any favors from secret ill-wishers to it, how¬ 
ever obtained. And, then, the members of the new 
Congress, who are not members of this, will have the 
happy occasion which those whom they will replace 
will miss. So that the balance of satisfactions will 
be even. At any rate the work will be done, the 
Constitution will be purged, the nation will be puri¬ 
fied, the slaves will be freed, and the career of un¬ 
bounded prosperity, of surpassing strength, of pre¬ 
eminent beauty, and of expanding glory will be 
begun, never to cease until the world is redeemed 
from bad governments, or has coma to an end. The 
wealth which has crowned the efforts of Free Labor 
in the Free States, even in spite of the drawbacks of 
the war, will spend itself over the blighted region of 
the South and redeem it from the curse which has 
blasted it for so long. Education and civilization 
will follow in ihe train of material prosperity, pro¬ 
tected by eqnal and just laws. It will take time for 
a country so radically diseased and depraved by 
vicious and wicked conditions to recover a state of 
normal health and strength. But much bad blood 
has been depleted from its veins since the war 
begun, and a body politic can have new blood trans¬ 
fused into its circulation, whether a natural body 
can or not. This will be done, as soon as peace and 
safety is restored to that wretched region. While the 
regeneration of the black race through the restoration 
of its manhood and the application of every stimulus 
which the white American has and the black has not, 
or has but imperfectly, will form the permanent and 
basis of its future greatness and prosperty. All
